3. Claims 1, 2, 4-9, 11-17, 35 and 38 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is Tischler (US 6,765,240) and Nagahama et al (US 2005/0054132 Al). Tischler et al also 
discloses the using a silicon substrate (col 4, In 50-60 and col 8, In 10-35) and the M*N can be a 
single crystal material comprising a compositionally graded ternary metal nitride selected from 
the group consisting of AlGaN and InGaN (col 13, In 1-5). Nagahama et al also teaches the 
formation of cracks is suppressed if the thermal expansion coefficient of the layer is smaller than 
the substrate and compressive strain is laid on the GaN layer ([0017]), however Nagahama et al 
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Art Unit: 1792 

does not teach, suggest or provide any rationale for graded GaN. The prior art teaches a 
compressive stress but the prior art is silent to the amount of compressive stress in relation to 
other stress, thus does not teach a net compressive stress. Furthermore, the prior art does not 
teach, suggest or provide any rationale for a net compressive stress in view of the adverse 
decision by the board of patent appeals and interferences rendered 5/5/2009
